This conduét, my Lords, is furely 
fuch as it will not be very eafy to re- 
concile with candour, or with decen- 
cy; fuch, as our regard to the people 
whofe intereft is intrufted to our care 
ought to forbid, and fuch as neither 
policy can countenance, nor authority 
juftify..

general accompanied by a tall young gen- 
tleman of about 24 years of age, who was 
faid, by the Blefufcudians, to be the pre.

The other papers were from his mae 
jefty’s minifter at the Blefufcudian court, 
importing, that having, puifuant to his 
inftruétions, demanded that the preten- 
der’s fon might be obliged to depart the 
kingdom of Blefufcs, agreeably to the 
treaties and engagements then fubfifting 
between the two crowns ; he had f. r ane 
fwer, ‘that engagements entered int» by 
treaties are no further binding than as 
treaties are religioufly obf2rved by the 
contracting parties, and that when the 
king of Lidiput fhall caufe farisfaction to 
be given upon the repeated complaints 
made to him of the violation of thofe very 
treaties of which the performance is de- 
manded, which violations were commite 
ted by his orders, then his Blefufcudian 
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both houfes of the fenate, by a mef- 
fage from his majefly figned by his own 
hand ; as it now appears that the B/e- 
fufcudians are making preparations to 


A invade this kingdom, With an avowed

and open intention of advancing to the 
throne, the bigot who has fo long 
boafted his pretenfions to it; that the 
danger might not fall upon us unpro- 
vided, and that in this important junc- 
ture, the wifdom of this affembly 
might form fuch plans of defence, as 
may effectually fecure us againft the 
menaces of our enemies, his majeity 
has been pleafed to order this further 
information to be laid before you.

I never imagined that any occafion 
would happen to make it neceffary for 
me to offer my fentiments in this af- 
fembly, and it is not without a very 
uncommon degree of griefand anxiety 
that I find it now indifpenfably necef- 
fary to alter my behaviour, fo necef- 
fary that I cannot, in my opinion, 
continue filent without a crime.

When his majefty has communica- 
ted to your lordfhips intelligence of 
the higheft importance, is he to re- 
ceive no anfwer from the houfe, is his 
intimation to be paffed over without 
ceremony and without regard? Such 
behaviour muft doubtlefs arife from 
inconfideratenefs, for the leait refiec- 
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tion will fhow that it is not eafy to 
treat our fovereign with lefs refpect ; 
a little recollection, my Lords, will 
foon convince you, that when his ma- 
jefty’s care and penetration have been 
imployed for the fecurity of the public 
happinefs, when as he promifed, he 
has endeavoured to obtain a more ex- 
act account of the pernicious defigns 
of Blefufeu, when he has made fome 
further difcoveries of them, and has 
fhown his regard for our counfels, by 
imparting them tous; can we be fo 
undutiful, fo indecent as not to return 
an addrefs of thanks? If we do not, 
how will it appear that we have re- 
ceived them? for this reafon, if for 
noother, the noble nardac, ought, in 
my humble opinion, to have made 
fome motion for that purpofe. And 
certainly, my Lords, our language is 
not fo barren that we cannot find 
words to exprefs our duty on every oc- 
cafion, and teftify our acknowledg- 
ments for every inftance of regard 
fhown us by our fovereign. 

As fuch treatment, my Lords, has 
never been defetved by his maje- 
fty, fo it has never before been prac- 
tifed. Andfure, my Lords, if his 
hereditary council fhould fele&t,for fuch 
an inftance of difrefpect, a time of 
diftraétion and confufion, a time 
which the greateft power in Degulia 
is fetting up a pretender to his throne, 
and when only the winds have hinder- 
edanattempt to invade h:s dominions, it 


may give our enemies occafion to ima- 
gine,and report,that we have loft all ve- 
neration for the perion of our fovereign, 

I have indeed, particular realon to 


exprefs my aftonifhment and my un- 
eafinefs on this occafion; I feel my 
breaft fired with the warmeft gratitude, 
to a gracious and royal mafter, whom 
I have fo long.ferved, my heart over- 
flows with zeal for his honour, and 
ardour for the lafting fecurity of -his 
illuftrious houfe ; but, my Lords, the 
danger is common, and an invafion 
equally involves all our happinefs, ali 
our hopes and all our fortunes.

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Objervations on the Diftempers among Cattle 


SIR, 
AS it is feafonable, I hope it will be a- 
greeable to your readers, to infcrt 
the following remarks, from a treatife 
lately publifh’d in France. 


Obfervations on the contagious diftemper 
among the oxen and cows in Frenche- 
comte. From an offavo pamphlet pub- 
lifh’d there, in 1744+ 


rT Hote who reftrain the art of medic'ne 
to the knowledge and cure of the 
difeafes incident to the human body on- 
ly, feem_ to confine it to too narrow li- 
mits, and not to confider in how many 
inftances the phyficians might receive 
improvement from a careful atten-ion to 
the difeafes obfervable among brute ani- 
mals. Such phyficians as think it be- 
« gath them to apply themfclves ro § ftudy 
and cure of thefe difeafes may perufe a 
letter of the celebrated Lancifi, concerne 
ing the contagious diftemper which fuc- 
celfively over-ran all the {tates of Italy, 
in 1711, and in nine months deftroy’d, in 
the ecclefiaftic ftate alone, above 26,000 
oxen and cows, 

This diftemper, or plague, of which the 
learned Ramazzini, profefior of phyfic 
in Padua, had before given fome account, 
was very like the prefent, is a kind 
of contagious fever, accompanied with a 
remarkable inflammation, which is very 
foon fucceeded by a gangrene, as in the 
lungs, and the liver, or the inteftines: it 
is always preceded by a fhivering, and 
trembling of the limbs, after which fole 
low a kind of very bad febri!e fymptoms, 
fuch as a difficulty of breathing, a finke 
ing in the flanks, a drynefs on the tongue, 
a Joathing of their ufual food and drink, 
a great heavinefs, and unufual indolence 
and weaknefs; fo chat the animals are 
fcarcely able to go, or fupport themfelves 
upon their legs; their eyes frequently 
drop tears; fometimes they appear ine 
flamed and fparkling, and {-mctimes dull 
and Janguid; their moanings, as well as 
reftleffnefs in the fame place, are cxpret- 
five of great uneafinefs. In their fto- 
machs is obferved what the country peo- 
ple call le feuilet, or a crudenefs in their 
food, even four cr five days after it has 
been taken, by their not being able to 
digett it. All who open’d thefe ani- 
mais obferv’d, in the affeéted parts, pu- 
rulent matter and black fpots, and fome- 
times the gall-bladder very much diftend- 
ed, livid, or black, and gangrencs in va- 
rious parts of the inteftines. If to chefe 
you add breaking out of puffules over 
the whole body, you have ail che fymp- 
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toms ¥ diftinguifh’d the pa among 
oxen and cows, that rayaged the ftates of 
Venice, in 1711, according to M. Ramaze 
zimi’s account: but inftcad of thefe puf- 
tules, the eruption of purulent or chrye 
{talline ones upon the tongue and throar, 
accompanied the plague of 1713, in the 
ecclefiaftical ftace, according to M, Lancifie 
Befides thefe, other fymptoms often hap- 
pen, according to the peculiar difpofition 
of the fubjeéts, or the manner of treate 
ing them. 

But what will, doubtlefs, appear exe 
tremely worthy of attention is, that the 
fymptoms of this diftemper in Franches 
comte * arethe fame with thofe of the 
plague which ravaged Provence in 1720 
and 1721; and therefore requires the ute 
m: {t care of the magiftrare, as we cane 
not beaflured, that it wil not communi- 


C cate itfelf to man, efpecially as chere are

numberiefs inftances of that kind. 

Effectual remedies are not yet found 
our, and M. Ramazzini and Lancifi, note 
withftanding all their application, have 
not, as they themfelves own, been able 
to furnifh any; the latter a(cribing the 
fhort continuance of the plague in the 
ecclefiaftic ftate to the like precautions 
taken tc prevent its {preading, as were 
ufed with regard to the plague in Proe 
vente. 

Upon the principles of bleeding, bee 
ing a remedy for all inflammations (which 
M. Ramazzini hoids againtt Lancifi) 
it is very proper to teke away bioo 
from the affected animals, being careful 
not to {pill any of it o1 the ground, in 
order becter to judge of the quantity tae 
kena, and to prevent any bad cfedts from 
blood that may, perhaps, contain an ine 
feéticus matter. 

The next day purge the animals with 
Epfom, or Glauber’s fait, if the diftemper 
is in is firft ftage, but if otherwife, pure 
ging mutt not be ufed. 

The folid food of the animals, fhould 
be the beft hay, or [reguin] oats cr bar- 
ley, but in a very {mail quantity, that 
they may the more eafily digeft ir: tho’ 
Laneifi would not have any folid focd 
given them, only cooling and nourifhing 
drinks ; as whire water, that is, a weter 
in which has been fteep’d a handful cf 
meal to each pail, ortwo handfuls of bran 
or barley boil’d for half an hour. To 
thefe drinks, prefcribed by Ramazzini, 
may be added a deco&tion of good new 


H bay, and that ncthing fhould be given 


cold, and that care fhouid be ufed, chat 

Dddd their 

* Seep 567 G. and acw Jpreading into Hole 
land, 
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their meat be made of the wholfomeft 
water that can be procured. 

But the moft effentia! precaution is to 
keep the found cattle from thofe that are 
infected. Ramazzini and Lancifi go even 
a great deal farther ; ghey would not have 
them put into fufpected ftalis, or mea- 
dows where the infeéted animals have 
fed, becaufe their breath taints che paf- 
tures, and difperfes infection in the air; 
and he would have all animals, as theep, 
hogs, dogs, @c. on whofe hair the conta- 
gious matter may lodge, not to come near 
them; that tho‘e who look after them 
fhould take care not to carry the contagi- 
ous air in their cloaths, and that fuch as 
wait on the infected animals fhould put 
on a kind of furtout of cerecloth, when 
they go intothe ftal's, and pur chem off 
there when they come out again. 

The beafts which die of the plague 
fhou!d be buried deep in the ground, and 
no ule be made of their hides. Pope Cle- 
ment XI. went farther, and ordered, that 
the dead bodies fhould be cut into quar- 
ters, and buried with lime in holes made 
1o feet deep, or 12, when there was no 
lime ufed; that the ground fhould be 
ftamp’d hard, and that the holes fhculd 
be dug at a diftance from the public roads: 
he permitted to burn the carcefes, provi- 
ded it was done io miles froma city, and 
3 from a village. He prohibited ecclefi- 
aftics under pain of being fent to the gal- 
leys, and laics under pain of death, to let 
the bodies lie unburied, throw them into 
rivers or marfhes, and order’d every one 
to notify the death of each animal imme- 
diately after it happen’d. As it was of- 
ten — to difcover the tranfgref- 
fors of this ordinance, a reward of 20 
Roman crowns was promifed to the in- 
formers, and a pardon if they were ac- 
complices ; by which means feveral were 
difcover’d, who fuffer’d che rigour of the 
Jaw. Bat as fome perfons were too poor 
to be atthe charge of digging thefe huies, 
they were eafed of this burthen by the 
public. Laftly, guards were appointed 
to cat off any communication with the 
infeGted c.untries; thefe precautions

ftopp’d the progres of the inteétion, and G 


what farther contributed co it, the pope 
prohibited the ufual fairs of {uch cattle. 

It is very proper frequently to perfume 
the ftalis and cribs with parings «f apples 
or juniper-berries, which fhouid be burnt 
in warming pans, on account of the in- 
convenience of makinga fire. The per- 
fumes prefcrib’d by the pope’s authority 
were, 1. incenfe, and juniper-berries, of 
each equal parts, and two heads of gar- 
lick. 2. male-fennel-{eeds and juniper-ber- 
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ries, of each fix ounces, and 3 ounces of 
i cenfe; which perfumes are to be burnt 
flowly, and the ftalls fhut very clofe. 

A feton. in the neck of § affected beafts, 
is next advifed,} a proper {uppuration being 
hereby procured, cafual impoftumes in 
other parts of the body may be prevented; 
to this method alfo agree Lancifi and 
Ramazzini, the Jatter founding it on the 
do&rine of Hippocrates, that thofe things 
which cure difeafer, are able to prevent 
them. Ina diltri@ of Padua, where the 
contagion began, but one ox efcaped, and 
he had a feton in his neck: a cautery 
alfo fhouid be applied to each fide of the 
neck, becaufe by the feparation of the 
efcar there will remain two ulcers, which 
will have the fame effe& as veficatories 5 
that their ears and dewlaps be bored with 
a bodkin, and a root of hellebare pafs’d 
thro’ the former, and a cord thro’ the 
latter, which evacuations have fav’d fe- 
veral oxen, and prevented relapfes. This 
do&rine is founded upcn a multitude of 
obfervations which confirm the faccefs of 
this fort of evacuations in the plague, and 
are agrecable to M. Lancifi’s and Colue 
mella’s obfervations. 

Farther, the ftalls muft be kept very 
clean, the animals warmly cover’d, often 
rubb’d down, and even curried, and all 
thisto promute perfpiration. Ramazzie 
ni would alfo have all forts of animals 
kept from the falls. 

efides thefe, are other prefervatives, 
as hanging abcut § necks of beafts threate 
en’da little bag,# an ounce of afla feetida, 
and 2 drachms of camphire; or, rubbing 
their back and neck with oil of Tartar; 
bathing the beafts before they have been 
infe&ted, a method which has been prac- 
tifed with fuccefs, but which cannot be 
done but in a proper feafon, boaring a 
hole thro’ the manger, putting therein 
fome quicklilver, and over it f me affa 
fe ida, and afterwards ftopping it clofe 
up with a peg of white thorn, fo as not 
to touch the ingredients. Laftly, he 
reckons it very neceflary to wath the 
cribs, the flocr, or the pavement, and 
even the walls where any beafts have died 
of the infection, with water, in which 
lime has been fteeped. Ramazzini would 
likewife have the walls {craped, and coe 
ver'd with a coat of lime; but not te 
negle& the perfume, with juniper berries 
and galbanum. 

As to the precautions, with regard to 


Hy men, they ought to abftain fromt e fiefh 


of beafts that have died, or have been ine 
tected ; for a certain perfon having nee 
gleGed this precaution, paid dear for his 
obftinacy ; on which the parliament of

Dijon (the contagion having communi- 
cated itfelf to the Higher se foe and 
{pread as far as the frontiers of Bree) pub- 
lith’d an arret, prohibiting the holdin, 
of fairs, and all commerce with fufpeae 
places, and the fale of the fieth of infec. 
ed animals: but the covetonfnefs of a 
country butcher, having induced him to 
break this wife regulation, all thofe of 
the village, who had the misfortune to 
to buy his infected meat, died. 

In 1713 the pope prohibited the flay- 
ing fuch cattle as had died of the infecti- 
on, felling the beef, or taking out the 
fuet; and beef was not brought to mar- 
ket cill it had been firft narrowly infpe@- 
ed by perfons of skill: however, adds 
Lancifi, the fale of the fieth of fufpeéted 
animals was permitted; but Kamazzini 
feems to have reafon in blaming this in- 
dulgence, and that the fenate of Venice 
did, inthe age in which Fracaffor liv’d, 
prohibit, oncccafion of a like plague, un- 
der pain of death, the fale of beef, new 
cheefe, butter and milk, except mutton 
only. For, as Ramazzini obferves, the 
ufing the beef of fuch cattle as appear 
found, may be dangerous. 

One of the two following recipes may 
be ufed, when the diftemper begins or 
threatens. 

Mix in a meafure, whichthe axthor 
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which boil for half an hour in a pail of 
water, and give it as a common drink. 
For want of thefe flowers may be ufed 
juniper berries, burdock-root, and other

Re@tified nitre works wonders in all 
inflammations in animals. The dofe from 
I ounce to 2 or 3 ounces, which the ani- 
mal is to drink inthe {pace of 24 hours, 
But crocus metallorum is too irritating, 
treacle, orvietan, garlick and onions too 
hot; and therefore cannot be ufed but 
when there is little or no fever. Ramaze 
zini and Laucifi admit the ufe of them 
after they have been corre&ted % acids, as 
vinegar. The white decoGtion of sydenham, 
that is, a decoion of a pound of § cruit 
of wheat bread, with an ounce of the 
rafpings of hartfhorn, ina pail of water, 
is very good in inflammations of the in- 


C teftines. Half a drachm of camphire dif- 


folv’d in 2 or 3 glaffes of the decoétion of 
{cordium, red poppy, or burdock-roots, 
is likewife very proper to difcufs inflam- 
matory tumours. 

As an inflammation fuppofes a collectie 
on, and this, athicknefs of the humours, 
they may be thinned by means of fole 
vents. For inftance, a dofe of 2 or 3 
drachms of ethiops mineral may be given 
in fome handfuls of bran, and has had 
good effe&ts in Prevence, when ufed as a 


calls a penal of barley, helf a pound of prefervative. It would, doubrlefe, prove 


rectified fale-petre, of which give the a- 
himal a handful before he has eaten; or 


give lim in the morning, before his ufual E Muller, in his letter on the plague. 


food, halt a handful of juniper-berries, in 
powder, with two handfulls of reétified 
falrpetre. 

To procure a fweat make a powder of 
{cordium, carduus benedius, the lefler 
centaury, rue, fage, roots of angelica, gen- 
tian, enula campana, tormentil, {corfone- 
ra, fow thiftle, wild ficcory, juniper and 
laurel berries, of each an equal quantity ; 
the dofe half an ounce every morning. 

For want of the abovemention’d powe 
der may be ufed half an ounce of Venice 
foap, diffolv’d in 2 or 3 pints of water. 

In a cough and difficulty of breathing 


are given with fuccels, the flowers of ful G of the bark ina gangrene, 


phur, the powder of juniper-berries, of 
each an ounce, two pinces of reétified ni- 
tre, mixing all cogether with fome hand- 
fuls of bran, and making the animal eat 
it every morning. 

In this cafe Ramazzini advifes two 
drachms of {perma ceti, in milk warm 
wine. 

The moft proper drink for infe&ed a- 
nimals is the following decoétion : take 
bran or barley, flowers of red poppy, and 
Cats foot, or taililago, of each a handful; 


more efficacious, were there added to it 
camphire and myrrh, according to M. 


Great care muft be taken not to give 
ftrong purgatives, when once the inflame 
mation is formed; and in this cafe hoe 
remedies are no lefs dangerous. 

Ramazzini would have 3 ounces of 
quinquina, (jefuits bark) infufed in 10 or 
12 pounds ot fome fimpie water, or cordial 
tincture, the tin€ture of {cordium; and 
this quantity divided into 4 or 5 dofes, 2 
of which to be given every day at the bee 

inning of the infe@ion. This remedy 
or the plague is no lefs efteem’d by M. 
Hecquet and Scheuchzer: and if the ex 
periments made in England on the virtue 
roceeding 
from an internal caufe, be of any + aue 
thority, this remedy may be very etficae 
cious.

ans, feems too little acquainted with the ufe of 


H the Peruvian bark in gangrenes and mortifics- 


tions, arifing from internal caufes: the experi- 
ence we have had of the fuccefsful application of 
it in thofe cafes, putting ite foperior efficacy a- 
bove that of any other internal medicine be- 
yond doubt, 
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of vipers,adrachm to a dofe, in fome 
cordial water, and diophoretic antimony, 
which every one may eafily prepare, by 
putting into a crucible or iron mortar, 
equal paris of pulveriz’d antimony and 
nitre, and then laying a coal over it to 
burn. After this operation has been re- 
peated 3 or 4 times, the remedy is fit for 
If the animals are troubled with worms, 
a decoétion of mercury, in ome fimple 
waver or cordial tin@ture may be given. 
One remedy of Lancife’s has never done 
hure, if it has not always prov’d fuccefl- 
ful: {quseze out the juice of eider root 
with its bark on ; put five ounces of fugar 
toa pound of this juice, and make the 
creature, as foon as he’s ill, iwallow it; 
repeating it2or 3 ‘imes. This remedy 
is vey much -iteem’d by the celebrated 
borani!t Fobn Bashin; for, fays he, ‘ Gef- 
“mer affures, that the decoétion of che 
* bark of elder, with treacle, has cured 
© numbeas of people ill of the plague.’ 
Lancifi follows the fame indications as 
Ramazzini; he prefers diaphoretic re- 
medies, and Would not have fudoriiics 
ufed, if chey be not corre&ted by acids.

interrupts earl Spadafin, by G—d there’s 
a ftupid, mean-fpirited tellow; 1 fuppofe 
he would have us pafs our lives by the 
chimney corner, like a parcel of ‘old woe 
men, No, no, nothing venture, nothing’ 
win. You’re right, fays Picrochole, Puiu: 
Go ON. All I fear is thist damn’d Grand. 
goufier. Don’r fear him, cties Spadafin; 
for Ruffia fhall fend, in a moment, to your 
afifiance, four hundred and fifty thoufand 
chofen troops. Come on then, [aid Picroe 
ch: le, let ewery thing-be got ready ; and lef 
thofe wha love me follow me ! 

' If any of my readers can find fenfe or 
meaning, probability or poflibility, in this 
chapter,.I wilt acknowledge them to have 
much more penetration than I am mafter 


. of: "There never eculd bea king fo'weak 


as Pitrochole, nor a minifter fo impadent 
or frantic as Spadafin. Kings, by virtit 
of their original divine right, are certaine 
ly born with fuperior talents, net with 
human onderftandings; and, in cehfe- 
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quence of theiv rank and elevatiun, have 
tne advantage of a moft excellent educa- 
tion, to cultivate and improve thofe hea- 
ven-bern gifts.

However boldly affted by the earl, 
and mean'y fubmitted co by rhe duke, it 
prevail’d, and made the deluded Picro- 
chole fry, come on then; thofe who love 
me will follow me. 

I will cake up no more of my reader’s 
time in proving the unintelligib'en-{s the 
abfurditv, and extravagancy of this chap- 
ter : And co-clude, that as it evidently 
means nothing that ever bappen’d, it muit 
certainly be big with prophecy, and 
mean f{ »mething that ists happen; but { 
hope not in our days, or our country.

F the ifory’s misfortune it is not 

now likely we fhould have any a« 
count, there being no b prem thar a 
Jingle foul has been faved out of her many 
hundreds : (See mag. for O&ob. p. 551, 
561.) Bue as has been fuggefted, if our 
thip-building for the royal navy has been 
many years univerfally bad, ought we not 
to fear that che ftru&ture of this great 
veflel partook of the general miftake, 
and to enquire into the caufe ? 

Not only the largeft thip in our fleet, 
and the fineft fet of guns, matts, rigging 
and yards, are gone to the bottom,but, fad 
diafter! with them are periih’d aconfider- 
able part of the flower of our mariners,and 
many families of diftinétion have been put 
into mourning for. the lofs cf their volun- 
teer relations.

His reafons immediate- 
ly follow. 

‘ For we have many fhips, that are 

* called 60 and s0 guo fhips, that are 
* buile of very aifferent proportions and 
‘ frength ; the one of which could fup- 
‘ port. batteries of large cannon, which 
- the others could not; and fome had 
convenient ftowage for large numbers 
of men, and quantities of provifions for 
them, which the others are defe&tive in. 
So that the primary enquiry is to the 
roomline{s and ftrength of the fhip, to 
know what batteries fhe can fuppore ; 
and then the numbers of men requifite 
are the fecondary confidc ration.’ 
‘ For in the 80 gun fhip I was laft in, 
the Boyne, her lower battery was 32 
pounders, and the upper 12 and 9; and 
the apparent reafon thofe upper batte- 
ries were not heavier, was, that the 
beams were fo flight, that the decks 
could not bear a heavier battery: And 
therefore the fhips you mention, or any 
fuch fhips, would foon be crippled, if 
the Rrength of the decks was nor the 
fiift confideration of what battery of 
* guns it can fupport.’ 

The Boyne, the fhip mentioned, was 
rebuilt in 1739, as the Vifory was in 
1737, both’ uoder the fame direéion. 
The difference between thefe, and all 
modern built hips, is, honefly again, fee 
forth in che very next paragraph. 

* I remember ‘the two fineft fhips of 
their rank, that ever I faw at fea, were 
the old Royal Sovereign, and the old 
Royal Oak; 1 think, both faid to have 
been builc by Mr Fifher Harding: They 
had fine batteries of guns; they weie 
Riff Ships, that could tife them, when 
any fhip could carry out a lower batte. 
ry, goed failors, and good roadafters: 
And, I think, I have heard the builder 
told his majetty king Caries II, of the 
Royal Oak, that he Baile a thip at once ; 
meaning, I prefume, of fufficient 
ftrength and proportions, that did not 
wan: cobling a'terwards. It is certain, 
thofe compleat fhips were thips of great 
ftrength and long duration, and that 
Our modern ones are famous for neither ; 
but, to the great coft of the crown, 
have been found eminently defective 
in both.’ 

The worthy writer then appeals to the 
public papers, concerning what was faid 
of the two French (hips which took cap- 
tain Watfon (in the Northamberlana) that 
the one was of 68 guns, and had 700 
men, (See p. 310.) the cther of 64 guns, 
with 650 men. ‘ But, adds he, if I had the 


- Opportunity of knowing the dimenfions 
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* of their 64 gun fhips, I doubt nor they 
* would be found of greater dimentioris 
* than thofe we call fo with us, and. at 
* leaft as big as our 70 gun fhips: For

If any ing isto f{pare, it is laid out 
here, wheretheir children are fent to be 
educated. If there is enough to fuppore 
the family, they c me here, only an over- 
feer is left upon the piantatian co dire&, 
and the whole produce is remitted home; 
and if enough ro purchafe an‘eftate, then 
itis laid out in old England. 

All thele advantages we receive by the 
plantations, befides the mortgages on the 
planters eftates, and the bigh intereft they 
pay us,which is very confiderable. There- 
fore very great care ought to be taken, in 


“ regulating the affairs of che colonies, that 


the planters be not put under too many 
difficulties, but encuuraged to go .on 
chearfully, They are born with us,,cr 
the defcendants from fuch as were, and 
we know ncthing but the want of megns 
to liye at home, keeps them abroad. There 
are very few tading or manvtfaQuring 
towns in the kingdom, but have fome dco 
pendance on the plantation trade. ; 

Let us now confider whet peculiar 
hardfhips the trade of Famaica, one of the 
principal of thofe colonies, is put undr 

y this feven months detention of the out- 
ward-bound ficet, after it was ready for 
failing. 

Firft, It.is well known that the Wages 
of feamen af a time when they are fo 
much wanted fer the fervice of the go- 
vernment, run very high to the merchants: 
Mutt it not greatly afte thefe gentlemen, 
therefore, almoft to the ruin of begin- 
ers, or thofe who have not ygt aéquired 
large fortunes, to lufe more than thetime 
ot a whole voyage, at the fame expente 
thar it might have been made; and ftil! 
to remain in a flate of uncertainty when 

thofe 
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thofe fruitle[s expences will terminate? 
Whenever that happens, the whole that 
has been paid fince laft April muft be paid 
over again. The ftore of jalt provifions 
they laid in at firft, is, perhaps, a great 

rt of ic ftill preferved: But then the 
owners had been yor to buy frefh. 
The men’s -wages -and allowances have 
daily gone on, -as if they had been in ac- 
tual fervice;-and the latter have hardiy 
been cheaper than at fea. 

Secondly, The provifions themfelyes, by 
being thus kept beyond their due time, 
will be greatly damag’d. The Meats, be- 
fore they arrive at Jamaica, even fappo- 
fing the fleer fhould now at laft fail in a 
fhort time, will have been in felt ten:or 
eleven months ; and the juices been exe 
haufted, the flefh rendered both lefs pa- 
Jatable and lefs nutrimental; As to the

deficiency of {alt meats, however it may 
upon the {por relieve the ufe of them with 
frefb, nobody need be informed. And if 
the fame fhips fhould be obliged to wait 
as long there for a convoy to Europe, as 
they have done from Europe thither, (9 
is nct improbable) fome -part of the proe 
vifions muft be kept twenty months, it not 
two Years: A very melancholy refle&tion 
for the men, who know what it is to 
be fed in this manner ! 

Port-Royal harbour has always been 
look’d upon as a grave to the Englifh 
failors ; but late experience fhews, that 


it is le(s fo from the unhealthinefs of the G 


Climate, than from the badnefs of provi- 
fions that have been made ufe of. As ro 
the climate, it is found lefs unwholefoime 
in the ifland in general, in proportion as 
the woods are cleared away. ‘The dry 
belly-ach, formerly fo fatat in this place, 
is found to be‘ both lefs frequent and 


lefs howal; which is attributed part!y H 


to “this clearing of the country, and 
partly to the mere free ufe of acids, 
againft which the Englijh had been 
prejudiced, as fuppofing them to be

For, Fourthly, It is moft reafonable ta

England to Famaica oniy, but from Fa« 
maica to England. 

And, Fiftbly, What an effe@ this muft 
have upon the markets in beth places, it 
is not difficult to guefs. Evropean come 
modities are always dear enough in Fae 
maica, and the price of them mutt be 
now enhanced in proporticn to the {care 
city, Of what valve the produces of Fae 
maica are here, all who have occafion for 
either rum or fugar, which I take to be 
only the people in general, are femfible 
witneffes. And fhould this yer tarther 
advance, for the want of prcteétion to 
our navigation, who could fay that com- 
merce ig one of the principal cares of the 
ad. un? That it has already been 
fufficiently burthened, the decreafe of our 
exports of thofe commodities, and the in- 
creafe of the exports cf France to other 
countries, are but coo infallible teftimo- 
nies. What fhall we fay then if a new 
duty upon fugars be propofed.

you will confider, whether it was not a 
rafh-expreflion; acd what influence his 
foiriting away-the plaintiff, it you believe 
that fact, eughe co have apon this canfe. 
It he did fp:rit him away, kis abfence 
mutt be imputed to nim, aad he mut ve 

cone 
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confidered as the fuppreffur of evidence, 
which the law calls a Spoliator. 

Nay, if che plainciff has given probable 
evidence of his being lord 4's fon, the 
proof may be turned on the defendant, 
as having fo many years hindered his af- 
ferting his right: No man is fuppofed 
wicked withoue defign;—yet you will 
keep in your mind, that this, tho’ violent, 
js but a prefumption. 

I fvallnow briefly mention the nature 
of the defence, as to the reputation of the 
country. —Col. Loftus (p. 317 ) the Paii- 
fers (p. 321.) Mt and Mrs Lambert (p. 
41%, 321.) and Mrs Giffard (p. 320.) all 
fay they never heard of a mifcarriage ; 
but that is of little weight, becaufe fuch 
things are conducted with privacy, aod 
the report feldom reaches far.

Dyer (p. 324+) 
ervants at the time of the fuppos’d birth 
in the family, are all poficive there was 
ho child, and ftand in dire& oppofition to 
the piaintiff’s witnefles. They have alfo 
produced Wm Knapper (p. 431.) and Wm 
Elmes (p. 318-) to ttre fame point.—They 
then went into another piece of evidence 
which, if true, ftands for pofitive evi- 
dence; and that is. to prove lady 4. to 
be at Wexford affizes, April 16, 1715. 
Now, gentlemen, if this fatt could be e- 
ftablithed, it would end chis controverfy : 
Becaule, if lady 4. ftay’d a week at Wex- 
ford, and went back and ftay’d 2 or 3 
weeks st Dumnaine, and from thence 
went to Dyblin’ for the remainder of the

Bot the fa& is difputed by Ker (p. 321.)

and Higginfom (p. 434.) and there is a 
circumitance farther to be confidered, 
Mrs Heath and Mrs Giffard, detendant’s 
witneffes, differ in their account, as to 
the perfons who went with lady 4.—— 
"Foe defendant alfo, to account for the 
care taken of the boy by lord 4. has pro- 
daced witneffes to prove he was the fon 
of Foan Landy by lord A. and always was 
reputed a baitard. ——— You fee, gentle- 
men, how oppufite the witnefles are, in 
material circumitancés; which fide has 
{wore falfe, God only knows ; you are to 
confider which deferves moft credit.— 
As co the objzctions made to the witneflés, 
as to time, piace, and other circumftan- 
ces, you will confider, whether they be 
not equal on both fides. An objecti- 
on is made, that che plaintiff's evidence 
are fervants of the meaneft condition.— 
Yet, fervaas in their tation, were likely 
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to know what they have given evidée 
of.—But the fa& th quefiten, being a fim 
gic fact, might be pat, in the mouth of 
any body.— You wiil find ic neceflary to 
artend wiah caution to the objedtions to 
the credit of the witnefles.—For inftance, 
if you believe Mrs Cole (p. 27.) as _to the 
mifcarriage, Mrs Heath has {worn falfe 3. 
and again, .if Mrs Cole obtains credit, Mrs 
Heath is miftaken as to the removal to 
Danmaine.——There has been a witnefs; 
Mr Hiffty (p. 433.) to difctedit the very 
fubftance of Mrs Heath’s teftimony ; but 
you wil! remember the feeming art he 
uled, to fhew he was compelled to give 
evidence, which was not fupported .by 
circumftances 5 but is another inftance of 
oath againit oath. Rolph gave his 
teftimony in a ery clear manner, and: is 
the only one who can be faid to receive 
any credit from the witneffes of the other 
fide ; but chen you will confider, how ab: 
folutely uncertain he was on his crofs-ex- 
aminati.n, as to every thing but whar he 
was brought ro affert 5 and his attempt to 
throw a refleGion on the manages for thé 
plaintiff; but the ftory is improbable, that 
a man fhould offer to a ftranger, in {> o- 
pen a manner, what was not in his powet 
to give. I mult obferve, thar Mrs Giffard 
and he differ, as co the road to the cab- 
bin.—The circumftances are flight, but 
where witnefles are fo very oppofite, 
they deferve fume attention. oo will 
confider how far the credit of Dyer is 
affected, by his Randing in dire& oppofi- 
tion to the witneffes on both fides.—— 
The obdfervations made on the evidence 
of Doyle and Murphy are extremely 
ftrong (See the prime ferjeant’s {peech, p. 
492, C.)—In regard to Mrs Ladd, and 
thofe who {poke to the pregnancy on the 
defendant’s part, if you believe them, 
there could be no miicarriage : I forgot 
to mention, that the ceftimony of Mrs 
Cole is farther ftrengthened,as Mr: Heath’s 
is weakened, by the evidence of Mr Lamnt- 
bert, in regara to Sutton the furgeon’s 
attending lady 4. a fortnight. You will 
confider, whether it does not tally with 
Mis Co/e’s account of the time of the mif- 
carriage; yet, Mrs Heath fays he never 
did attend iady 4. 

There is one general obfervation to bé 
made ‘on all the evidence; that is, an ins 
clination to. go on to ferve their party; 
on both fides, and the want of that cane 
didnefs which give credit to witnefles.— 
The objection to the furgeon (Precks, fee 
p. 29.) atifis from che improbability of 
ris own teftimony.—As to Chriflopher 
Brown, (p. 2%.) f{uppofing he could be 
credited, you will coniider, how he was 
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miftaken in the defcription of the houfe ; 
and there is a great difference between a 
witnefs not recollecting circumftances, 
and {wearing to what is falfe; nor can 
yot give credit to fuch a witnefs ; be- 
canfe youcannot fay he is wrong as to 
this, and right as co that part of hs evi- 
dence-—In regard to the witnefles. who 
fay the child was always reputed a bae 
ftard, and knew his mother, and fent his 
duty to het ; you will corifider, how cone 
fiftent that. ig with what Wan Elmes (p. 
318.) &c. faid, that my lord had rather 
than 500 J. the boy fhould know his mo- 
ther, and ordered the dogs to be fet upon 
her, whenever fhe came near the houfe ; 
and with what others faid of lord 4.’s 
curfing him, for having too much of his 
mother’s blood in him.—I muft take no- 
tice of Eliz. M’Mullen (p. 431.) who faid, 


that at the funeral of his tather, the boy ¢ 


owned to her, that Joan Landy was his 
mother. ——~You will compare this, gen- 
tlemen; with the teftimony of Mr Tighe, 
and Mr Bufbe, of the boy’s always periit- 
ing he was lord A.’s lawful fon, befides 
the improbability of his faying fach a 
thing to a ftranger.—If chis is falfe, the 
letter giving an account of lord .4.’s death 
mutt be fictitious. 


Gentlemen, the circumftances in fae 
vour of the plainriffare, the {piriting him

On the pait of the de- 
fendant they are, fuch as relate to the fa 
mily, and arife from the quality and cir- 


eumitances of the perfons, which muft & 


have render’d a fact of this kind too nv- 
forious to have been doubred, and mult 
have been known to the relations in Eng- 
land, whofe eftate, ce. were to been:

Now, gentlemen, you will obferve in 
the cafe put, che jury, from circumftances, 
infer a criminal fa& committed by the 
perfon accufed. 4 fortiori it fhould 
feem reafonable, from a criminal faét 
proved, to infer the circumftances and

The de- 
fendant’s council argue, “ that tho” the 
defendant were capable of this wicked 
act, it ought not co affect his property.” 
J agree, that feveral wicked acts im gene- 
ral ought not ; but if he has committed a 
moft wicked a& againft the perfon who is 
contefting with him his title and eftate, 
and done another extraordinary, tho’ le- 
gal a& againft him, with a declaration 
highly criminal, this ought to_have great 
weight with you. They fay ‘ it the 


cafe be doubtful, prefent poffettion ought 
to determine it,” and. they fay right, if 
upon the whole evidence the cafe ftands H 
doubtful ; but if upon the dire evidence 
it is balanced, the kidnapping and the 
profecution ought to determine it in {ae 
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vour of the plaintiff. Their whole de- 
fence is built upon probabilities and ime 
probabilities, yet they infift, § you are not 
to judge upon probabilities, but pofizive 
proof; and when pofitive preof is given, 


A they fay, you are not to credit it, for it is 


improbable: for inftance, they fay, tho’ 
the defendant was wicked enough to com- 
mit the fa@t, yet it was improbable he 
fhould be fo weak todo it at noon day; 
but wickednefs and weaknefS generally 
go together. 

Quos deus vult perdere prins dementat. 

As to Mrs Heath, the {wears pofi ive- 
ly, that in Dabiin lord and lady 4. never 
lodged one fingle night from capt. Brif- 
coe’s before they went to Dunmaine; Mrs 
Cole, (upp<rted by her fifter and Alice 
Bates, her father’s fervanr, aud Catherine 
M’Cormick, Vice’s fervant, {wears, they 
went and l.dged in E/féx Street for a cone 
fiderable time, for which fhe gave a par- 
ticular reafon. (?. 491.) 

Mrs Cole too ttands in dire& oppofition 
to Mrs Heath, as to the mifcarriage : the 
defendant’s council infift that her moe 
ther’s fhowing her the abortion at her 
tender years is improbable; and indeed, 
prima facie I think fo: but there wes 
another fact which ftruck me, it was, 
that Mrs Cole and her fiftey, neither ot 
them above 12 years of age, with the 
reft of the family, were called into the 
room to fee lord and lady 4. in bed toge 
ther: you will confider whether her ta- 
ther’s reafon, that the reconciliation 
might become more notorious, does not 
explain and corroborate thefe odd fa&s; 
and whether, upon comparing thefe, 
there does nor arife a ftrong probability, 
that capt. Brifcoe had fome apprehenfions, 
that aitho’ lady 4. fhould have iffue by 
my lord, yet lord 4. might be induced to 
baftardize that iffue. And, gentlemen, 
you will farther confider, whether fuca 
an apprehenfion was ill-founded, when 
you compare thefe circumftances with the 
extraordinary converfation Mr Padifer 
jun. (p. 321.) gives an account of be- 
tween lord A. and himfelf; and as by this 
witnefs, lord 4. was aman capable of 


G putting away his wife, fur the only caufe 


of not difobliging lord Anglefey, whether 
it be unnatural to fuppofe him capable of 
baftardizing his lawiul fon to oblige him 
or fume other perfon. Ie is further re- 
markable of M:s Heath, that fhe accom- 
anies {ome of the plaintiff’s witnefles 
in all preparatory fteps, and feparates on- 
ly from them in material: fa&s. An ob- 
Prvation made by the defendant’s coun- 
cil, I was furprifed to hear from them; 
they took notice of the excellency of ed 
aw 
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Jaw in regard to tryals by jury, when wit- 
nefies are examined viva voce, that from 
confronting them, and carefully obferving 
their appearance, and the manner of gi- 
ving their teftimony, the court and jury 
may in fome meafure be enabled to form 
2 judgment upon a doubrful cafe. Gen 
tlemen, when you compare the oytraze- 
ous behgviour and vociferous age 
of Heath, with the fedate behaviour of 
Cole, you will coniider, whether all the 
weight of fuch an obfervation docs not 
lie on the other fide, 

Another point, ftrongly infifted upon, 
is, the improbability, chat lady 4. fhould 
live two years after the death of her 
lord, and yet make no enquiry after her 
fon, in. all chat time: but if you com- 
pare the time of lord A.’s death, With the 
time of kidnapping the boy, you will find 
there is little weight in this obfervation. 
Lord A. died Nov. 1727, the letter which 
M Mulliz (p. 431.) {wears the fent to Mrs 
Heath, notifying his death, bears date 
Nov, 18th; that letter muft be fome days 
going to England; on March 28 follow. 
ing the boy appears, from the tholfel- 
book, to be indented, and on April 30 it 
appears, from Srevenfon’s book, he went 
over the bar of Dublin; fo that taking 
that to be the truth, which I think is lia- 
ble co ftrong objections of improbability, 
that the fent the letter, there will be bur 
very little more than ¢ months between 
Jord 4.’s death, and the tranfportation 
of the boy. 

It muft be allow’d that my lady's li- 
ving with alderman King for 14 months, 
and never mentioning to him her fon, 
does prima facie carry a great improbabi- 
lity of her having one: but confideriu 
that my lord had parted with her on fif- 
picion of her virtue, it might not be fo 
prudent, nor probable, that fhe fhould 
difcourfe withhim, or any other, upon 
that fubje&, You will confider, whe- 
ther 2he {mall diftance between lord A,’s 
‘dezth and the tranfportation, and rhe 
circumftances of lady 4.’s health and far- 
rune ac that time, does not leffen the 
force of the argument or the defendant’s 
council. 

And hese, gentlemen, wil] come in ma- 
Perially for your contideration, the evi- 
dence of Mrs Deborah Anneftey (p. 28.) 
@ rear relation of this noble tamily, who 
fays the family all confider’d the boy as 
lord A,’s lawful fon; that afier lord /4.’s 
death her fifter and fhe enquired often 
giter the bey,, and not being able to get 
any accou.t of him, concluded he was 
dead, which, if it became a general repu- 
tation, might put @ ftop to lady 4.’s en- 
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I fhall conclude with what I fet oy 
with, the kidnapping and the profecution 
if the cafe be doubtful upon the other 
parts of the evidence, I muft leave it to 
your confideration, whether the evidence 
of thofe two extraordinary fas may not 
be fufficient to determine you what ver- 
di& to give. 


Mr baron Dawfon.] Gentlemen, I thal] 
require your patience to fhew you how [ 
would confider this cafe if I was upon 
the jury, as there are {uch contradictions 
in them, I fhou'd confider how far one 
ftory, independent of witnefles, exceeded 
the other in probability, and give my o 
pinion on the moft probable fide. As to 
the birth, if you cannot determine the 
queftion by comparing the contradi&tory 
pofiive evidence, you will confider the 
reputation of the country, and if there 
was achild, whether it be probable, that 
wong vifiting the family fhould not 

now it; and whether chere could be 
reafon for keeping it a fecret. 

To go to potitive teftimony, Laffax 
{wears the child was prefented to Mrs 
Lambert often ; Mrs Lambert {wears the 


D dire& contrary ; which is to be credited ? 


Several gentlemen gave evidence, that 
they never faw or heard of a child: I 
won’c enter critically into every period 
of time fworn to by them, but if in 3 
years thofe perfons were 3 or 4 times each 
at Dunmaine, and {wear truth, it will be 
of weight in the queftion, whether there 
was a child or not.—You will confider 
my lord’s behaviour to the child, from 
the feparation in 1716 till the year 1724; 
curing this period of time there are ma- 
ny witnefles who give a mcft contrary 
teftimony to one another ; there are wit- 
nefles on both fides I cannot fay how to 
disbelieve ; and if the witnefies deferve 
credit, my lord did treat him to fome as 
his/awful fon, and to others, as his ilegi- 
timate: you will confider, whether he 
could have any reafon for fuch condua. 


A man may, in acountry where he is not ° 


known, carry an illegitimate fon abroad 
to v:ifit with him in the neighbourhood, 
and pafs him for his legitimate child; but 
a man can have no reafon, in my appre- 
henfion, for treating a Jawful fon as une 
Jawful.— You will confider, whether the 
{chools the boy was put to were fit for 
his lawful fon, andthe confequence of m 
lord’s being under the influence of mifg 
Gregory, which was, that this unhappy 
child was, at not ten years of age” aban 
doned to the world.—Had he been legitie 
mate, furely lord 4. would have refleé- 
ed what a difhonourable ation he was 
pach lis doing 
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doing publickly.—On the other hand, 

mils Gregory might be carried to make 

him doubt, whether the child was his or 

no, if the child was by an improper woe 
man.—You will likewite confider, whe 
ther the condué of lady 4. in regard to 
the boy, fhews ¥ natural tendernels of a 
mother to her child. In the year 
1727 lord . died, and there can be no 
duubt but my lady knew it; yet there is 
no proof of her having made any enqui- 
ry after the child, tho’ it fo highiy con- 
cerned her. The eftate of this family, in 
failure of iffue, being to go to Arthur, 
late lord Anglefey, it was the intereft of 
the mother to enquire after him; yet Mr 
Nepper (p. 431.) by virtue of a letter of 
attorney from lord Anglefey, took pof- 
fein of the Rofs eftate, and made mi- 
nutes to feveral tenants, and heard no ob 

jection that lord 4. ever had a fon. The 
next thing, gentiemen, that offers, and 
the ftrength of the plaintiff’s cafe, is, the 
tranfportation of him, and the direGtions 
he gave Mr Giffard to profecuce him af- 
ter his return to England. You wil con- 
fider whether the defendant was the cc- 
cafion ‘of it or nor, and how far, if he 
was, thar will |have an effe& upon you ; 
how far the cranfportation will make you 
give credit to a fact you otherwife fhould 
think improbable: it you think the ftory 
on each hand equally probable, this of the 
tranfportation fhould, in my opinion, add 
great weight to the cafe of the plaintiff. 
The fame may be faid in regard to the 
profecucion in England: feveral of the 
witnefles cannot be depended upon, there- 
fore I think the probability or improba- 
bility of the thing may be of great 
weight in determining the prefent quef- 
tion. 





Then the jury withdrew, and in about 
half an hour brought in their verdiG for 
the plaintiff. the End 


The French king’s regulation or ordinance, con- 
cerning prizes made at fea, and the navigation 
of the foips of neutral powers, during the 


prefent war. 
By the king. 


"Le king having caufed the regulation of 
BE the 23d of Fuly 1704, concerning the 
prizes made at fea, and the navigation of the 
vetfels of neutral and allied nations, to be laid 
before him, his majefty found that the difpofi- 
fitions of that regulation were as wife as they 
were fuitable to the times, and that it were 
even to be wifhed, for the good of his king- 
dom, they could be all revived in the prefent 
war: But as feveral of them cannot be recon- 
siled with the treaties and conventions he has 


made with different powers fiace his acceffion to

the crown ; and as his majefty has made it s 
law to himfelf to obferve his engagements with 
the moft fcrupulous fidelity, he thinks he ought 
to make his intereft give way to the faith he 
owes totreaties. On the other hand, his m2~ 
jeity having no room to doubt, that his ene~ 
mies make vfe of the colours and of the pafiports 
of fome neutral ftates, againft the will, and 
contrary to the engagements of fuch ftates 5 
and his majefty confidering that conventions 
made between fovereigns, merely for the advan- 
tage and fecurity of their refpective fu 
never could be defigned for facilitating frauds, 
the prejudice of which cannot be doubtful, he 
thinks himlf fo much the better grounded to 
prevent thofe frauds, as it is not lefs injurious 
to the honour and dignity, than againft the in- 
tereft of neutral ftates, that rath, audacious 
fubjeéts thould expofe and encroach upon their 
right, in making an‘ abufe of their colours and 
their paffports. 

In thefe ciscumftances his majefty has judged 
proper to call back in the prefent regulation the 
difpofitions made in thar of the year 1704, di- 
ftinguifhing thofe that are to be executed only 
with refpeét to the ftates with whom no éon~ 
ventions haye b-en made ; to add theteto fome 
new ones, conformable to the treaties he has 
made with other ftates, and even to annéx to 
them the difpofitiors of the regulation of the 


D 17th of February 1694, to the end that fuch of 


F 


his fubje&ts, as may arm for acruize, may be 
fully informed of*the roles they are to obferve. 
For thefe confiderations his miajefty has ordain- 
ed, and ordains what follows. 

1. His majefty forbids the French privateers 
to flop at fea, and bring into the porte of this 
kingdom, the fhips belonging to the fubjeéts of 
neutral princes, come from ports of their domi- 
nions, and freighted for the account of the fub- 
je&s of the faid neutral princes with goodsof the 
growth or manufafiure of their country, to be 
carried to any country whatfoeser, even to 
thofe with whom his majefty is at war ; provi- 
ded always, that there be no contraband goods 
on board the faid thips. 

2. Forbids them alfo to ftop the veffels be- 
longing to the fubjeéts of neutral princes, come 
from any country whatfoever, even from thofe 
with whom his majefty is at war, and freight- 
ed for the account of tne faid fubjeéts of neutral 
princes, with goods taken up in the country or 
ftate from whence they failed in order to return 
direétly to one of the porte of the dominions of 
their fovereign.

of the enemy's country ; but the fhips hall 
be releafed. 

6. His ma‘efty wills, that all veffels taken, 
of whatfoever nation they be, whether ene- 
mies, neuter or allies, out of which it fhall be 
proved that there were papers thrown into the 
fea, fhall be declared legal prizes, with their 
cargoes, upon the bare proof of the pap:rs 
thrown over-board, and without any need to 
inquire into what thofe papers were, by whom 
they were thrown into the fea, nor whether 
ther: are enough left on board to evince that 
the thip and cargo belong to friends and allies. 

7. No regard will be paid to the pafiport cf 
neutral princes, when thofe who obtained them 
fhall be found aéting contrary thereto ; and the 
thips failing with fuch pafiports fhall be declared 
go od prizes. 

8. A pafiport, or conge, fhall ferve but for 
one voyage only, and bs confidered as null, if it 
be proved that the fhip for which it was granted, 
avas not, when it was taken out, in any of the 
ports of the princ: that granted it. 

g. All bi‘ls of lading found cn board unfign- 
ed, fhall be null, and locked upon as acts void 
of ferm. 

zo. Every thip built in an enemy's country, 
or that has been the property of an enemy, 
cxnnot be deem’d ov utral nor allied, unlefs theze 
can be found on board fome au hentick piec:s 
paffed before the publick offic:rs, wno may 
vouch for the date thereof, thewing that the fa'e 
orceffion of fuch fhip was made to fome one ot

No regard will be paid to the paff-orty 
granted by neutral or allied princes, whether to 
the owners or maflers of fhips, fubjeéts of ftates 
at war with his majefty, unlefs they have been 
naturalized, and have removed their domicil 
into the dominions of the faid princes b-fore 
the declaration of the prefent war: Neither 
thall the faid owners or mafters of fhips, or fub- 
jects of ememies countries, who may have ob- 
tain’d fuch letters of naturalizaticn, enjoy the 
berefit thereof, if, fince they obtained them, 
they went back into the ftates enemies to his 
majefly, in order to continue their commerce 
there. 

12, All foreign fhips, on board of which

18. His majefty moreover wis, that the

Efore we received your anfiver of the’ 3d 

of this inftant, upon information fiom 
our minifter plen‘potentiaryBaron Ram{chwag, 
that it had once been propofed to put neutral 
troops of the circle into our city and fortrefs of 
Conftance, as well as into other fortified towns 
asd paffes fitnate in our anteriour Aufrian 
dominions, we had agreed to that propofal, 
and inftru&ed our faid minifter in every thing 
that feem’d neceffary for the {peedy execu- 
tion of the fame. 

We had likewife ordered, before the receipt 
of the above-mentioned anfwer, that, ‘not 
only nothing thould be attempted againft the 
electoral Bavarian dominions incorporated in- 


to the circle of Swabi, bur that even thofe BF 


things fhould be reftored, which, after the un- 
jut aggreffion of our enemy, had been fair- 
ly feized by way of reprizal. The value of 
the enemy’s effects was repaid laft year, and 
the provifions taken from him reftored to the 
Bavarian commiflary acting in thoft parts. 
And, laftly, we had fent inftructions, be- 
fore receiving the anfwer fo oficn menticned, 
to our adminiftrators in Bavaria, to make a 
reafogable agreement with M. Von Oottinger, 
the duke of +urtemberg's minifter, who was 
fent to Munich for that purpofe, concerning 
the full reftoration of the rations, and other 
contributions raifed laft year; and we ‘are in 
hopes that this difficult affair has already been 
derermin’d to the {atisfacion of both parties. 
By this you fee, that as much as is confiftent 
with the indemnification due to the rights of our 
archducal houfe, not only folemnly acknow- 
ledy’d, but even guarantied in the ampleft 
manner by the whole empire, we conftantly 
endeavour, with the utmolt attention, to an-

{elves a fuperierity over the empire, and even 
over all Emrope, 


We have ufed the fame attention and pre- 
caution, fince the beginning. of -the. juft de- 
fence, to which we have been forc’d, that the 
theatre of war might be removed from the 
neutral dominions of the empire. How. far 
we proceeded therein, even to the negle@. of 
a precaution, which having fince appear’d bur 
too neceflary, on account of our adverfary’s 
way of thinking, is very well known. 

Our _enemy’s troops have magnanimoufly 
been fpared, when they might eafily have 
been deftroy’d. The bad ule which was in. 
tended to . made of them, and which has 
manifefted itfelf but too much, was ne fecres 
to uss. Neverthelefs we ufed no other means 
but remonftrances for fecuring ourfelves g- 
grin it, avoiding even aay. feeming occafion 
of blame. And you know beft. how on. this 
very account we addreffed ourfelves to the 
laudable circle of Swabia, partly by eur late 
letter of the 11th of February, and partly by 
the memorial fince deligercd. And we ac- 
knowledge with thanks, that nothing was o- 
mitted by the faid laudable circle in infinua- 
ting thefe matters ar the court of Franckfort. 

Our adyerfary himfeif feemed well inclined : 
Bur that unhappy alliance which he could nor 
refolve to quit, render’d thefe fo zealous and 
patriot-like endeavours fruitlefs, for no other 
reafon, but, becaufe the views of thofe courts, 
on which that at Franckfort entirely depends, 

were inconfiftent with them 

Neverthelefs, even contrary to. the will of 
our adverfary, and notwithftanding fo much 
German blood had uncon{cionably been {acri- 
ficed, in order to difturb the inward tranqui- 
lity of the empire, the theatre of war was 
transferred into countries torn from Germany, 
Nor would it have been a hard matter to ef- 
f:& a folid reconciliation between two fami-+ 
lics of the empire, (which, by the near ties 
of confanguinity, have ac feveral times been 
clofely united) and to eftablih for the future 
the dignity, grandeur, authority, confticution 
and welfare of the empire, if a third breach 
cf peace, on the pait of PreJia, had nor in- 
terrened, juft when the other party was un- 
dir the greateft apprehenfions of the tonfe- 
quences of the ftep we had taken. 

We have feveral convincing Proofs of what 
was written to you on this fubject onthe F 22d

t In this letter her majefty charges the re- 
newal 
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of laft month in our hands, which, when dea 
fired, we are ready to produce. 

That the real deftination of the Bavarian 
troops is (according to the fuggeftion even to 
thofe who call themfelves German patriots, 
and would appear great zealots for the German 
liberty and fundamental conftitution) to ferve 
the crown of France, not only in deftroying 
Germans by Germans, but alfo in overturning 
the whole empire ; in preventing by force fe- 
veral immediate and free ftates of the body 
from the enjoyment of a neutrality they had 
agreed to; in extending the flames of the 
war even into circles Salen. unrouch’d; in 
kindling: thofe flames again in the north, in 
forgin fetters for rhe republick of the united 
netherlands on all fides, in domineering over 
the empire; and, in one word, in fecuring to 
the faid crown for ever the determination of 
the fate of ali Europe; (ro make the French 
king and his pofterity for ever arbiters of the 
Balance of Europe.) All this appears as plain 
as the day, partly from Schmettan’s letter to 
our adverfary of the 13th, partly from the 
extra& of his report to the king of Prx7ia of 
the 16ch paft, and laftly from his three wri- 
tings delivered at Mrz, wh'ch pieces are fub- 
joined here under No. 1, 2, 3, 4, $5 mot to 
mention other moft important fecrets difcover- 
éd fince. 

This is che true aim of the arms of our ad- 
Verfary. In this confifts the fweet fruits of 
the ufiion of Franckfort, which is fo highly 
extoli’d, (that is to fay, to forge their own 
fetrers) to accede to which, the greater part of 
the empire were either to have been induced 
by the moft unlawful means, or to have bzen 
forced. By fuch marks the fincerity of the 
pretended care for maintaining the members 
of the empire, the eminent paternal tender- 
nefs, favour, and concern for the empire, are 
fufficiently proved. 

We ibehien believe, after having fer forth 
all this, that we have nor any further occa- 
fion to dwell upon a refiztation of the writings 
publithed on the other fide. Their whole te- 
nour is more than futiciently refured by rhofe 
politians of Scismettan, white, in the mean 
rime, it is futficiently difcovered what our ene- 
mies aim at. 

It is now as plain as the fun, that in’ this 
prefent war, the queftion is not alone about 
the welfare & our archducal houfe, but about 
the fupport of all che lefs powerful immediate 
ftates of the empire, without any diftin@ion 
ef religion, nay, about the fafery of the li- 
berties of all Europe, none will or can difown 
ir, without wilful blindnefs: confequently it 
is very plain chat we are ftruggling not only 


newal of the troubles in Germany, to the confe- 
deracy of Franckfort ; though but three of the 
courts of the empire have joined the adverfe 
partys and adds, that if they do not ceafe their 
outrages, there are many chief electors and 
princes, who will join with her. It alfo af- 
ferts, that the king of Pruj/fia threatened to op- 
pofe Frame, if the did not vigoroufly take part 
in the war,

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for our own, but alfo for the publick caufe ; 
and for the benefit of fo great obje&ts, we are 
not in the leaft {paring of the lives and for- 
tunes of our own fubjects. 

The condu& of the enemy’s troops both ia 
the Franconian and Swabian circles entirely 
agrecs with Schmettaw’s counfels. Evén pala- 
ces of princes are not fpared, and the law of 
nations has been violated in 2 manner unheard 
of hitherto in the empire and among civili- 
zed people. It is in vain that our unjuft ene- 
mies appeal to what paffed laft year in the 
Brifgev. Ut, notwithftanding a neutrality a- 
greed to, our hereditary dominions could be 
invaded in an hoftile manner, from neutral 
territories of the empire, why fhould we be 
reftrained from doing the fame, being in the 
cafe of the moft jult felf-defence? If thofe 
who ftand upon their own defence fhould ‘be 
debarred the fame means which the faithlefs 
sgyetios made ufe of in his hoftile attacks, 
the common difturbers would always be fure 
of their point, and be the more emboldened 
in unjaft enterprizes, as’ they would for the 
mot part reap the greateft benefit b 
be fecure from any danger. Bur fuch a doc- 
trine has as yet been unknown to the honeft 
part of the world, and confequently will be 
without doubt detefted by che princes and 
fares of the laudable circle of Swabia, as it is 
abfolutely irreconcileable 20 the band of hu- 
man fociety. But how conftantly and reli- 
Bioully we have obferved the ftrictcft neurra- 
ity in neutral territories of the empire, is 
known to them already, and the {paring of 
the Bavarian troops there, is more than a fuf- 
ficient proof of it: at the fame time we can- 
not conceive how, when the treaty concluded 
had fecured the enjoyment of the neutrality 
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there, than to the Bavarian lordthips incorpo- 
rated into the fame circle, the princes and 
ftates thereof fhould ever allow any diftinc- 
tion. As for the reft, we, without any fcru-, 
ple, refer to their further mature deliberation, 
what is required ot them in thefe prefing cir- 
cumftances (as they appear to be from the a- 
bove letters from Schasettau) by their zeal as 
German patiiots, their love for our dear coun: 
try and their own liberty, and by a juft de- 
teftation of an infupportable yoke. It is 
fafficient for us to have frequently convinced 
them, how ready we are to join in any pro- 
pofals not prejudicial to the laudable circle, 
and tending to its tranquility. We are no lefs 
ready to concert with them more efftGual 
meatures, both for faving our dear native 
country in general, and every one in particular, 
and in this refpe& even to take the greareft 
fhare of the load and the danger upon our- 
felves. Steadinefs, together with the united 
forces of rhofe who have the common welfare 
at heart, may eafily yet afford a remedy, 
whereas experience but too furely convinces, 
that by delay and inadequste expedients, the 
evil and danger are only fo much the more 
increafed, Gaz.

born by each of the confederates in the war. 
Such a concert will be the bafis of great utility 
and advantage to the common caule. 

We are truly fenfible of your majefly’s good- 
nefs, in laying before us thefe your falutary 
views arid intentions; and we do, with the 
gteateft zeal and firmnefs, affure your majefty, 
that we are fully determined to fupport you in 
the fteady profecution of them, and in carrying 
on fuch medfures, as it thall be neceflary for 
Great Britain to purfue in this critical con- 
junéture. 

May the divine providence profper your ma- 
jefty’s councils and arms with fuccefs equal to 
the juftice of your caufe. For our part, we beg 
leave to give your majefty the flronge!t affuran- 
ces, that we have the honour and fafety of your 
majefty, the fecurity and true intereft of your 
kingdoms, and the happy iffue of this juft and 
neceflary war, entirely at heart ; and will, at 
the hizard of our lives and fortunes, ftand by 
and defend your majefty, your royal family, and 
government, againft the ambitious and deftruc- 
tive defignsof France, and of any other power, 
that fhall attempt to attack or difturb them.

This charge was denjed 
with ‘the ftrongeft affeverations, by che 
argies accufed, moft of whom afferted, 
that they had been very little couverfane 
with the minifters fuppofed to have cor- 
gupted chem, and protefted their inno. 
cence, requefting to have the affair exae 
mined to the bottom, and infifted ther M. 
Wilezewshi Tnould be punifhed, fr pub. 
Jithing a falfe eccufation. The Nuncio’s 
reinfed to rejoin the fenate, and the diet 
feperated withoyt coming ‘to any ref Ju. 
tion ag to pudlick affairs ; to provide for 
which theking had gftablifned a fenatus 
conflium. ; 
“ M. de Walenrodt, minifter from the 
king of Prujie to his Poli majefty, 
made here, a declaration 2 ‘ew days 
ince by the exprefs order of the 
king his mafter, to the following eff:G, 
——‘ That the war in Germany

thofe of Saxeny with the Aufirian are 
my, in order to a& againft him and his 
ally, who is the emperor, in any 
other light than that of open hoftility 
and aggreflion: That his Prufian ma- 
jefty left it to his Polifh majeity’s own 
* confideration, what mea(vres and: refuse 
* lutions a ftep of that nature authoriz'd, 
* and even forced him to take, for difap- 
* pointing the defigns which were con- 
* triving to his prejudice, and that he 
* wath’d his hands of all the inconveni- 
* ences which muft naturally refule from 
‘ it ; but that his Prafizn maijefty did 
* however ftill hope thac the king of Po- 
* land would precipitate nothing in an af- 
* fair ot this importance, nor carry things 
* to anextremity, which might tend to 
* the ruin of their refpeétive dominions,

His Polith majefly anfwer'd the above de- 
claration in the following manner. 


* That his Prufian majefty truly 
alleges, that by the renewal of the 
treaty of 1733, the king of Poland was 
under no obligation to march any auxi- 
liary troops to the queen of Hungary's 
ailiftance, the prefent war being except- 
ed in that renewal by a fecret article. 
And it is trne that his Polifh er 
has kept himfelf unengaged. with refpe 
to the war againft France, and againft 
his imperial majefty in Baveria. But 
his Praffian majetty cannot difallow, 
that nothiag could hinder his Polifh 
majefty fromenrering into fuch engage- 
ments as appear’d proper to him, for 
the fecurity of his own dominions. 
* After the treaty of Brefau, the king 
of Poland made no difficu:ty of except- 
ing che cafe of the prefent war, becaufe 
it feem’d to him humanly impoffible, 
that hi» Preffian majefty would take up 
arms again{t che queen of Hangary and 
Bebemia, in cont:adiction to the fecord 
article of the treaty of Breflaa. There 
was even room to hope that this excep- 
tion might be a proper means towards 
reftcring peace, and facilitating fome 
accommodation between the partiés 
cuncern’d, and fo much the rather, be- 
caufe his Polijh majefty had difpos’d the 
queen of Hangary not only to reftore 
Bavaria to the emperor, but to grant 
‘ him befides pretty confiderable advane

* But upon confidering the fituation of 
© the Saxon dominions, his Polifh majefty A 
© found it neceflary to enter, with her 
majefty the queen of Hungary and Bo- 
hemia, by a convention which was ex- 
chang’d ~ 13th of a aaa into a 
reciprocal, engagement for the fecurity 
of ray Bobet, and Auftria. 

© That it is befides = enough for 

¢ power to give auxiliary troops to a- 

nocher, eipecially if the number of them ° 
be not too great, without taking part in 
the war. That agcordingly his Prufian 
majefty, though he maiched 103000 
mean againft the queen of Hungary, 
without any obligation to do fo, (the 
treaty of Franckfort engaging him to 
nothing in the firft inftance but good 
offices) caus’d declaration t> be made, 
that he did not mean ever the more f r 
that co break with the faid queen, nor 
act contrary to his engagements taken 
by the treaty of Breflau: For which 
reafon it is fo much the more difficult 
to comprehend, why his Pruffian majee 
fty finds faule with what his Polifh ma- 
jelty does for the fulfilling of his obliga- 
‘tions, when he is under no engagement 
that can prevent his doing it: Confe- 
quently it cannot be conceived, why 
his Prufian majefty refolves to look up- 
on the fuccour given to the queen of 
Hungary, as an open hoftility and ag- 
greffion, and adds thereto ail forts of E 
menaccs. 

‘ The march of the Prufian troops 
through Saxony, taken by force, againft 
the conftitutions of the empire, and 
notwithftanding the friendly proteftati- 
ons made againft ic by the Saxon mini+ 
ftry and commiflaries, when at the fame F 
time cthofe fame troops might have ta- 
ken a quite different road through his 
Prafion majelty’s own dominions, is 
much rather co be regarded as a violati- 
on of territory, and an a& of hoftility. 
That confequently his Polijh majefty re-

HISTORY. 


GERMANY. 
The account given of the cruelty with 
which the Praffians have ravaged Mora- 
via, are {nch, as for the honour of hu- 
man nature every man that reads them 
mutt wifh to be falfe, and invented only 
by the relators to make their enemies 
odious, but the atteftations with which 
they are accompanied, are fuch as leave 
very little room for fo pleafing an opini- 
on. Major Schutz who commanded a bo- 
dy of Huffars, which entered this unhappy 
country, in a letter to one of his fuperi- 
ors, applauds himfelt for the addrefs with 
whith he pillages towns, and the little ree 
gret with which he hangs all the inhabi- 
tants whom he finds in arms, and baftina- 
does the civil officers todeath ; and, to re~ 
commend himfelf yet farther, declares his 
readine/s to lay the country in afbes, and to 
maffacre the women and thechildren. And 
it appears from an authentic relation of 
his conduét, that he is fully qualified for 
fuch undercakings, for when he arrived 
with his Party (Oé. 9) at Hobenfiat, have 
ing demanded four hundred ducats, with 
provifion for his men, and forage for his 
horfes, while the inhabitants were pre- 
aring to fupply him, he required of the 
urgo matter the city cheft. The burgo- 
matter told him, that it was in the hands 
of the chief officer, but that he certainly 
knew it to be quite empty ; but the mae 
Jor not fatisfied with this anfwer, forced 
him to the caftle where the receiver-gee 
neral lay iil, almuft at the point of death 
here they reqnired of him the cheft 
of che prince ot Lichtenffein. The bure 
go-mafter anfwered, that it was in the 
P. fleffion of the prince’s officer, and that ~ 
e could not give any account of it; but 
though this anfwer was confirmed by the 
receiver, it was to fo little purpofe, that 
the Huffars having ftripped and bound 
him, jgave him an hundred and fixty 
ftrokes ; and the major declared, thar he 
thought himfelf obliged in con{cience to fee 
him beaten to death. They chen thruft 
irons between the nals and fleth of his 
fingers and {et him almoft expiring. — 
After this, they took the recciver’s lae 
dy, and led her into the cellar, where 
they threatened to ftrip and fale her, if 
fhe would not difcover where the money 
was buried; fhe told them, that fhe had 
no part inthe dire&tion of bufinef, and 
knew nothing of the concealment of treae 
fure, and while they were digging up the 
ground made her efcape. They then 
went back to the galing receiver, and by 
pinching his belly with pincers, and 
igeezing his feet with another inffrument, 
forecd bim to difcover the only bag of mo- 
ney 
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gey which he had in the houfe. They 
proceeded afterwards to plunder che 
cowns and villages adjacent, in which they 
not only broke anddeftroyed what they 
did not take away, but practifed every 
kind of inhumanity upon the perfons of 
che inhabitants, of whom fome had their 
nofes cut off, others were baftinadoed, 
and others treated with crueltiss which 
are too fhocking to be recited, the wo- 
men were ftripped, and held down by 
foldiers, while chey were ravifhed by 
others. The churches were plundered, 
and the confecrated plate and votive offer. 
ings taken away. Such isthe manner in 
which war is made in Moravia, and {uch 
are the calamities which difcard and ame 
bition bring upon mankind. 

Bit though the Pruffian troops may 
pillage villages and the peafants, it ap- 
pears net now very probable, that they 
wiil make any great acquilitions of do- 
m'nion, or encreafe the honour of their 
mafter by any heroic ation, for they ree 
tire every day before prisce Charles, and 
have almoft evacuated Bohemia which 
chey had fo rapidly over-run. 

. But while the Pruffans are retiring on 
one fide, the Bavarians and their allies 
are advancing on the other, and having 
now arrived at Pafau, prepare for the 
invafion of the queen of Hungary's domi- 
nions. 

The French, after a fiege of thirty days, 
carried on by an army of feventy thou- 
fand men in the fight of their king, have, 
at laft, with che lofs of eighteen thou- 
fand, obliged the garrifon of Fribsurg to 
capitelate upon the following conditions. 

1. That on the feventh day cf Noveme- 
ber one of the gates of the city fhould be 
delivered to the French. 2. That the 
garrifon fhould retreat entire into the 
caftles. 3. That the French fhould then 
enter into the place. 4. That all the ar- 
tillery, provilions, and ammunition fhould 
remain where they were. 5. That care 
fhould be taken ot the fick and whunded, 
Dur rhat they fhou'd become prifoners 
of war. 6. That the governors of the 
caftles not immediately depending upon 


count Damnitz fhould be allowed a torte: 


night to ergquire the refolution cf the 
gueen of Heigary. 7. That during that 
time hoftilitics fhould be fufpended, after 
which the; might be renewed on either 
pait upon notice given. 

Such are tbe terms granted to the 
count Damnitz, who went in perfon to 
the French camp, where he was treated 
with all the honour whieh his bravery 
deferved. 

Burtbe triumphs which the acguifition 
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of Fribourg, however dearly purchafed 
would have cccafioned, will be, pertmen’ 
in fome degree, abated by the obftruc. 
tion which the French arms have found 
from the peafancs of Bregentz, who ha- 


Aving entrench’d themfelves near the 


town, bade defiance to the marfhal Belles 
ifle, and have tortified themfelves in fuch 
a manner by new machines, and works 
of their own invention, that they will not 
eafily bs forced. Their province is ac. 
ceffible only at three pisces on the lake of 
Conflance, and by a few narrow pafles by 
land. The landing places they have fe. 
cured by batteries. of a peculiar kind, ha- 
ving hollowed the trunks of trees in fuch 
a manner, that they difcharge balls from 
them ofa confiderable fize. This wood- 
en artillery they plied fo briskly’ upon 
the count de Clerment, who attempted 
to invade them with? large veffels, that 
they obliged him to retire. The paffes 
by land they have blocked up by falling 
trees, and have erected over the ways 
long machines, which by letting a weigh. 
ty piece of timber fall down on a fudden, 
may crufh a file of foldiers at once, 
Their beacons are fo difpofed, that they 


D can affemble twenty thoufand men upon

the firft netice of danger, and their difpo- 
fitions for defence are fuch, that they are 
not now likely to be invaded. 

The minifters at the Dier, frem tle 
eleGtors of Mentz, Triers, Cologne, Saxony, 
Hanover, 2nd tive other princes, have 
prefented a memorial againft the French 
troops taking quarters in che firft-named 
eleCtorates.

ty days, to retire from before the walls 
of Coni, and to retreat into Savoy and 
Daxphiny, perhaps with no lefs difficu ty, 
and lofs than they advanced. They now 
find that the Baron de Lexutrum was not 
unacquainted with his real ftrength when 
upon their f{ummons to fur render Coni, he 
told them, that he would confider of their 
demand next year. They have demolih

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éd the fortifications of Demont with fo 
much hafte, thac two hundred of their 
own foldicrs were deftroyed:by one of the 


mines. 

Prince Lobkowitz left his camp at Fail. 
lo on the 11th of Nov. N.S. and the 
next day marching underjthe walls of 
Rome, pafled the Tiber at Ponte Molle, a 

uarter of an hour before the forces of the 
king of Sicily, which being fuperior by 
41oo men diligently purfued him. The 
Auftrians are now quartered at Viterbo.
